Fortunately, us I consider it, and un- 
fortunately, as you may consider it, 
I happen to be a minister as well as 
Mayor, and therefore 1 am compelled 
to object to any such interference 
with the revenue of the churches of 
this city, as Order 1,626 would seem 
to interpost.” That is a novel reason 
to assign for a veto, and it is now 
plain that Kalloch will run for office | 
aguin. He would rather be in office 
than be right. 

According to the Bulletin the tax 
levy bill which was passed to engross- 
ment in the California Senate yester- 
day, provides for the thirty-first fiscal 
year $1,868,870 for the Genera! Fund. 
$1,511,846 for the Schools, and 8315.- 
000 for Interest and Sinking Fund 
total, $3,695,716. The law requires 
that the sum shall be raised, together 
with 12 per cent. fer delinquencies 
and collection. The total sum to be 
raised therefore will be $4,137,801. 
The taxable basis for last year was 
666,128,320. It will require a tax of 
62.15c. on the $100 on this basis to 
ra‘se the sum demanded. To this to is 
be added 5c. fur “Slickens” if it should 
be constitutional, which will bring up 
the total to 67,15c.
